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SECRETARY'S REPORT. 


STATE OF Kansas, OFFICE oF SECRETARY OF TEN ] 
Topeka, January 2d, 1862. 


To His Excellency, Hon. Charles Robinson, Governor of the 
State of Kansas: 

An Act, approved June 3d, 1861, requires of the Secretary of State, 
that he shall “ report annually, at least-ten days before each regular session 
of the Legislature, to the Governor, any matters pertaining to his office,” 
and in conformity to the provisions of the above named Act, I beg leave 
to submit the following brief Report. E 

Soon after our admission into the Union, I assumed the functions of 
my office, by taking the requisite oath and receiving from my immediate 
predecessor, Hon. G. M. Beebe, the records, books, papers and other prop- 
erty said to belong to the Secretary’s office, for which I gave my receipt, 
The business of the old office had been managed in the most unsatisfactory 
and loose manner, there being no system or order about it, but everything 
being thrown promiscuously together into boxes; and it has been the work 
of nearly the entire year to arrar. ge, separate and label the mass of papers 
which have been accumulating for years.: The former Secretaries were so: 
often removed by the General Government, that no one man took interest 
in the affairs of the office, fearing his work would be done for his successor, 
and so it was left undone. I simply offer this as an excuse for the delay 
‘in finding papers and documents, of which copies have been asked and not 
found immediately. : 

The duties of the office of Secretary of State are so varied, and at 
the same time £o strictly clerical, that there is but a limited range of sub- 
ject matter upon which to base a report. There are, however, some mat- 
ters of interest, if not of real public importance, which, for the information 
‘of the. Legislature and the Executive Department, I will mention. 

ENROLLED BILLS, 

Before the close of the last Legislature, they made provision for pub- 
lishing the Laws and Journals, and required of me to furnish the publishers 
a copy of the Enrolled Bills and Journals, A careful examination into 
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ae e p o

the subject will convince any one that the Committee on Enrolled Bills 


were grossly negligent. Some of the Bills were written in a fair, legible, . 


beautiful hand writing, and reflect credit upon the-clerks who performed 
the work; but a very large number are very badly, bunglingly written, 
some words misspelled, and the pages frequently soiled and blotted with 
ink; Many of the Bills are written so that words could be inserted be- 
tween those written, and, in many instances, interlineations occur. This 
should never be allowed; and I would earnestly recommend that no clerk 
should be allowed to copy on Enrolled Bills, unless heis acquainted with 
orthography, and writes a plain, legible, neat hand, And when .the 
Committee find any fault in the spelling, writing or punctuation, or faulé 
in any other regard, it should be their duty to reject the Bill and oblige 
the clerk to rewrite it. 

The late Legislature authorized the binding of the Enrolled Bills 


. into a volume. This was done with some trouble, owing to the peculiat 


manner of theruling. I would suggest that the Chairman of the Enrolling 
Committee call at the Secretary of S: ate’s office, and procure a copy after 
which to enroll all the laws. 

BANKING LAW. 

In accordance with the provisions of an “Act to authorize the business 
of banking, approved June 4th, 1861,” and in conformity to the require- 
ments of the Constitution, I gave notice “in one newspaper in each county, 
where practicable, for six weeks previous to the general election,” and 
also gave the electors notice of the “amendment,” for the required time, 
in the several counties where there were newspapers published. 

CANVASS OF ELECTION RETURNS, 

An official canvass of the votes cast in the several counties of the 
State, at the general election held on the 5th day of November, 1861, for 
State Treasurer and Attorney General to fill vacancies, and for State Sena- 
tors to fill vacancies, and for members of the Legislature, Judge of the 
5th Judicial District, Attorneys in the several Judicial Districts, was made 


_ on the 16th day of December, A. D. 1861, agreeable to law—(statutes of 


1861, chap. 28, sec. 36)—the result of which you will find in appendix “A,” 

The votes on the Censtitutional amendment and the Banking Law, 
were duly canvassed by the State Board of Canvassers, on the 16th day of 
December, A. D. 1861, in the mode prescribed by law, the result of which 
please find in appendix “B.” 

The amendment to Sectionseven, Article thirteen, of the Constitution, 
‘submitted to the electors of the State, at the November election in 1861, 
was approved. 

The Banking Law, passed at the last session of the Legislature, was 
submitted to a vote of the electors of the State at the same time, and 
adopted ; or, in other words, it received a majority of all the votes cast 
upon that question. 

Proclamation of the amendment to the Constitution, and of the ap- 
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proval of the Banking Law, was made by publication in the Topeka Tribune, 


on the day. of December, A. D. 1861, 

- In “An Act to establish certain State roads””—(seo, 11, chap. 70)—it 
is made the duty of the Commissioners appointed, to deposit, in the office of 
the Secretary of State, a full report of their proceedings, Most of the 
Commissioners entered upon the duties enjoined by said Act, but very 
few have reported to this Department, as required by thestatute. Perhaps 
it would be well for the Legislature to give this subject some attention, 
As it now is, it is little better than a nullity on our statute books, and 
may result in extensive litigation, and the property holders, in the coun- 
ties through which roads pass, will be compelled to pay heavy taxes, for 
which they derive no benefit. Commissioners who have reported, will be 
found in appendix “ E.” 

It was a matter of serious regret that the laws were not delivered to 
the counties and other parties, who were entitled to them earlier, but the 
fault did not attach to this department, The contractors had their paper 
destroyed on the Missouri River, and numerous other serious difficulties 
occurred to delay the publication, and annoy this office, The Binding 
was let by contract, in accordance with the provisions of law, but the con- 
tractor started for St. Louis to obtain an additional supply of material 
and was never heard of afterward. After waiting as long as was deemed 
expedient, the contract was re-let and the work has progressed as rapidly 
as the various difficulties surrounding our channels of conveyance would 
permit. 

In justice to those who have shared in the contracts of the State and 
have not completed the contract within the prescribed limit, I would say 
that unusual and unexpected difficulties have rendered it in many cases 
impossible for them to do as they would had Kansas not been hemmed 
in by belligerent neighboring States. It is to be sincerely hoped that 
these obstacles may never again occur. 

But in cases where Contractors were obliged to bring their stock 
from the Mississippi or beyond it, over roads or on rivers, when tracks 
were often torn up and rail-coaches demolished—when boats were board- 
ed and cargoes despoiled, there seems at least to be some excuse, espe- 
cially where some contractors have lost their whole stock and actually 
expend more than they receive. 

Chapter 22, Section 4, Laws of 1861, requires of the Secretary of 
State “to immediately, at the expense of the State, procure for each of 
the several counties, a Seal for the District Court,” and an appropriation was 
made to defray the expenses, but, of course, made in scrip, which at that 
time, could not be sold for more than fifty cents on the dollar, and con- 
sequently only half enough to meet the expenses. As the law gave the 
District Court power to use the old seal, no detriment could come by a 
delay; and as the contractor refused to deliver them without pay ment 
they still remain in his hands unfinished. 
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The State Seal and the seal for some of the State Offices were pro-- 
cured early after the adjournment of the’ Legislature, 

It may be that an additional appropriation will be necessary, depend-- 
ing entirely upon the price our Scrip brings. oa 

Various debts were contracted last spring to accommodate the State, 
or rather its Legislature, and the various offices ;- but the bills were gen- 


erally contracted on a cash basis, and I believe no bill was made whith | 


was not absolutely necessary, For most of this‘ indebtedness an appro- 
priation was made, but as the Scrip was the only °*‘medium of circula- 
tion” the State had, and as that was being” boiight and sold in the mar- 
ket for about fifty cents, it will be readily seen that the appropriation was 
but a little over one half what was required ; and unless our Scrip advan- 
ces in its value, an additional appropriation’ will be needed to liquidate 
such debts, - 

Again, there were some bills which were not brought in until after the 
adjournment of the Legislature; and others, again, that have been contract- 


ed since, and as no incidental expenses wete provided for, there are yet . 


mavy small bills for which appropriations should be made by the Legis- 


lature, Again, the Supreme Court have demanded of the Secretary’s ` 
Office, Chairs, Furniture, Stationery, &c. Asno provision is made for de- 
fraying these expenses of the Court, I would call the attention of the law-' 


making power to this subject. If the State is liable for the expenses of 
said Court it may be well to pass an act by which their expenses may bes 
met. i f 


The total number of counties now organized in this State will be 


_ found in éxhibit “C,” as also other counties where bounds have been set, 


but which yet remain unorganized. 
The number of Statutes, Books and other documents received as-do-- 


nations from other States during the present year you will find in exhibit- 


“D.” I would here remark, that there are still some books remaining at: 


the city of Leavenworth, upon which there are some $20 or $25 freight- 
or express charges to pay; but as no provision was made for any of this. 
kind of expense, they have remained there, This is another evidence of 


the necessity of an appropriation for incidental expenses. The money 


can be appropriated, and if no occasion occurs for its imperative use, it. 
ee . . 
remains in the Treasury. No harm can come if the Legisiature makes. 


such an appropriation, but the interest of the State often suffer for want 
of it. i 

During the past year our sister States have occasionally sent Kansas. 
various laws, journa’s, public documents, &c., &c.; the receipt of which 
has been promptly acknowledged, with a promise that the donation shoùld 
be made known to our Legislature at its next Session, The number and 
character of books received during the year will be found in appendix 
marked “D.” 


I would suggest that the salary of the Clerk of Secretary of State 
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be raised ftom six to eight hundred dollars, as at these times a good ‘man 


can hardly be secured for the present small amount, and especially when. 


` the amount is paid in scrip, which must be negotiated for about fifty cents’ 
on the dollar.
